Federal authorities Monday esii- 
mated that approximately 400 
cases in Georgia’s three federal 
district courts would be affected 
by the supreme court ruling in 
Washington that all cases pending 
against individuals charged with 
violating the national prohibition 
law be dropped. 

More than 300 cases are pending 
in the northern district of Georgia, 
81 in the middle district, and 50 in 
the southern district.

WASHINGTON, Feb. 5.—(#)— 
One man, and he a democrat, shout- 
ed “No” in the house today to a 
$950,000,000 relief and civil works 
appropriation that catapulted through 
that branch of congress and went to 
the senate for speedy action. 

“It is unconstitutional,” said this 
man—vTerrell, of Texas. “Others can 
vote like dumb driven cattle if they 
want to but I’m not going to. They 
can’t snap the whip behind me.” 

There was some grumbling by other 
democrats that the measure did not 
provide sufficient funds. A _ repub- 
lican said the government could not 
continue the present relief drain on 
the treasury and that the spending 
was preventing the normal return to 
business by industry. They were not 
registered as voting against the ap- 
propriation, however. 

Amendment Blocked. 

The democratic leaders brought the 
measure up under procedure which 
prevented any action on amendments 
to increase the fund. There had been 
threats that such amendments would 
be offered. 

Advocates of more money claimed 
that the $450,000,000 the bill carried 
for civil works was too small and 
that it would be exhausted in about 
six weeks. | 

On the roll call that this group 
forced, 382 voted for the appropria- 
tion and only Terrell against. 

The senate finance committee for- 
mally reported the measure favorably 
and Senator Harrison, democrat, Mis- 
sissippi, chairman, indicated it would 
be brought up for action tomorrow 
in view of the statement by Federal 
Relief Administrator Harry Hop- 
kins that funds available for civil 
ane would be exhausted on Satur- 
day. 


The measure carries a provision to 
permit the federal] relief administra- 
tor to make grants for relief within 
a state to a public agency without the 
consent of the governor. 

Under the existing relief act a gov- 
ernor has to request the funds. 

Representative Oliver, democrat, 
Alabama, explained that the change 
was made to avoid situations where 
the people in a state might need fed- 
eral aid and could not receive it be-: 
cause the governor would not apply 
for it unless he had the right to con- 
trol it. 

It also contained a provision ter- 
minating the payment of compensa- 
tion to persons killed or injured cn 
civil works projects. Already $14,- 
000,000 had been paid out under the 
federal compensation law. 

In submitting the bill. Chairman 
Buchanan, democrat, Texas, explained 
that while $500,000,000 was to be @l- 
located for direct relief. it was plan- 
ned by the civil works :dministration 
to demobilize its workers with a view 
to hayng thés labor absorbed by the 
public works administration and i- 
dustry.

Any idea I had that the United 
States was going socialistic was hast- 
ily dissipated as I traveled over the 
country. I talked with labor leaders 


and workmen in the forests of the 
northwest, advertised as a warren of 
radicals, and failed to find a genuine 
socialist with any kick in him. 

One poor devil in Spokane, vacil- 
lating between jail and the relief, was 
addressing an audience of 20 earnest 
women on the “coming revolution.” 
He was intelligent and serious, with 
a high ideal and without any follow: 
ing, and should have been made pro- 
fessor of the under dog in some uni- 
versity. 

In southern California they had 
just been shooting and jailing “com- 
munist” strikers and agitators. But 
California‘s definition of a communist, 
anarchist and enemy of government is 
any workman who would strike for 
more pay. 

Cotton Pickers. 

The strike was conducted by cotton 
pickers. Some called themselves com- 
raunists. What they asked was more 
than 60 cents a hundred for picking 
cotton. Even a negro can do this 
much, in Georgia, without offense. 
An impartial commission granted them 
75 cents and the prisoners were re- 
leased on corfstitutional grounds. A 
fair observer would conclude not that 
the strikers were public enemies, but 
that the employers were a feudal hang-

He also placed an embargo on wheat 
and cattle, and campaigned the ad- 
joining states, calling for combined 
action to fix the price of these com- 
modities. 

Drouth and Grasshoppers. 

But all that, even including the 
state-owned bank for farm credit, does 
not have its roots in orthodox social- 
istic doctrine. It is the last despair- 
ing effort of an exhausted and debt- 
ridden capitalist homesteader to suave 
his holdings. It is what desperate 
men would have done all over the 
union if there had been no relief in 
sight. Their plight is peculiar. It 
is due more to the plagues of the 
drouth and the grasshoppers, those 
ancient banes of the giants of the 
earth, than to the ramifications of de- 
pression. 

These farmers are echoing a de- 
mand that hits the whole United 
States, for “fair” price and “fair” 
profit. This is no invention of Pres- 
ident Roosevelt’s or a brain trust ct 
of any other man or group of men. 
It -originated in public discussions 
leading to commissions for regulating 
railroad and public utility rates, and 
in the campaign against profiteers 
during the war. In a purely capital- 
istic state, under the laisser faire sys- 
tem, such a thing as a fair price is 
nonsense. Supply and demand would 
and have controlled all prices and 
profits. 

This revolution in thought had crys- 
tallized before the landslide of 1932. 
It was the recognized formula in henr- 


ings before the trade commission, in 
the arbitration of strikes, in sales cam- 
paigns and arguments over the anti- 
trust laws. 

“Fairness” Asked. 

During the last four years mer- 
chants, manufacturers and workmen 
have not contended for the privilege 
of unlimited profits, or of getting into 
a position to enforce exorbitant prices 
of wages. Factories pleaded with 
wholesalers to pay a “fair” i 
Power companies asked a 
able” return on capital. Retailers 
elaborately explained to housewives 
that their charges were necessary. 
Mill hands based their requests upon 
the cost of living. 

Now all this is the very essence 
and foundation of every man’s reac- 
tion to the “new deal” and the busi- 
ness codes. Nobody seems to object 
to the principle that the other fellow 
is entitled to a profit, and there is 
little contention by any “group that 
they are entitled to get all they can. 
regardless of others. Capitalism that 
leaves business free to make all the 
profit it can has already been modi- 
fied by public opinion. 

Deciding to give every factory, mine 
owner, distributor and farmer a “fair” 
profit, and every laborer a fair wage 
was one thing. Doing it was some- 
thing else. 

That this could be accomplished only 
by united action under governmental 
authority and supervision was uni- 
versally accepted. I am aware there 
is a body of respectable authority that 
says it cannot be done, another that 
says it is ruinous, and still another 
that hates the idea and combats it 
with cries of “unconstitutional” and 
all manner of sabotage. 

Opponents in Minority. 

My effort was not to judge the 
merits of these conténtions. went 
out through the country to observe. 
And what I observed was that those 


actively opposing the general idea of 
a fair profit under regulation are in 
the minority. This opposition does not 
originate in the active productive per- 
sonnel of the country. The struggle 
and complaints of the operators of 
America's myriad enterprises, of the 
traders and the unions gnd the tillers 
of the soil, are directed toward the 
details of their own immediate prob- 
lems. Many of the objections are by 
men or organizations who have so far 
failed to get any profit, or who feel

Those of you who have been writing 
in from time to time to get informa- 
tion on how to establish small ponds 
inexpensively will welcome as I did 
the Appearance of another bulletin 
from More Game Birds in America. 
It is called “Water Areas, How to 
Creaté and Maintain Them.” 

If you are looking for inexpensive 
methods of building a niece pond on 
your place, you will] find adequate di- 
rections in this booklet. It tells how 
to guard against flood waters, how to 
provide catch basins, how to prevent 
excessive seepage, and many other 
factors in the actual construction of 
small ponds. Cross-eections of va- 
rious types of earthen dams are given, 
with full directions as to the kinds of 
materials to use. 

I can imagine no more concise set 
of directions for the building of ponda. 
Of course, the methods set forth can- 
not be used for Jarge Jakes. They are 
designed for improving the water- 
fowl areas in the regions where ex- 
cessive drainage operations have de- 
stroyed the normal resting grounds 
and breeding grounds of ducks.

Strengthening of Peace Machinery — 


Advocated in Lecture by Stewart 


Elimination of the “basic causes of 
war” and. the strengthening of the 
machinery of peace was advocated by 
Dr. Maxwell 8S. Stewart, of the re- 
search staff of the foreign policy as- 
sociation, in the fifth of a series of 
lectures given Monday night at Wes- 
Jey Memorial auditorium under aus- 
pices of the League for Indutrial De- 
mocracy. 

Talking on the subject of “Dictator- 
ships and Revolutions in Europe,” Dr. 
Stewart, who is a noted authority on 
international economics and politics, 
traced the growth of fascism in Italy 
and Germany, the trend in Russia 
and the problems that face the nations 
of the world. : 

Lauding the progress Russia has 
made during the last several months, 
Dr. Stewart said “the soviet’s great 
agricultural progress has not been 
an accident.” He pointed out that 
in 19382 the Russian people had twice 
as many farming implements as they 
had in 1931 and that in 1933 they 
had more than twice the number of 
farm tractors they had in 19382. 

Dr. Stewart amended his remarks 
about Russia with the statement that 
“no one should expect to find Utopia 
there—but it is apparent that within 
he next five years—certainly in 15 
years—the working man and woman 
of Russia will be fully compensated 
for the privations of the last few 
years,” 

Tracing the spread of fascism 
through the world and denying that 
there,is any definite “fascist party” 
in America today, Dr, Stewart said 
“fascism is strictly the will of a group 
of disillusioned people to rule. The

Mendietta Takes Oath; 
Disorders Subside as 
Mediation Continues. 


HAVANA, Feb. 5.—4)—President 
Carlos Mendieta turned his back on 
strike troubles Jong enough today to 
swear before the supreme court to 
uphold the new constitution, designed 
to correct political abuses, and it was 


then declared in force, 

Following this ceremony, Mendieta 
gave the oath pledging allegiance to 
the constitution to the cabinet and to 
Miguel Gomez, mayor of Havana. 

Meanwhile, striking workers of the 
Cuban Electric Company planned to 
reassemble to decide whether to ac- 
cept a new arbitration proposal, 
which company officials termed final. 

The company agreed to accept 
workers’ demands and dismiss all non- 
union employes, including 66 Amer- 
ican technicians and accountants. It 
insisted, however, that Federico Por- 
ro Orfila would be retained as man- 
ager, despite strikers’ objections. 

Terming service throughout the is- 
land virtually normal, a company 
spokesman said “if the strikers refuse 
the proposal, we will not grant any 
demands and will prepare to fight.” 

A new strike was threatened when 
workers of the Cuban Telephone Com- 
pany said they would walk out unless 
emands by them were granted within 
8 hours. The company is American- 
owned. 

Sabotage continued at Mantanzas, 
with strikers destroying lines and 
poste "as fast as soldiers could recon- 
struct them. 

Officials of the Cuba North Rail- 
way began a conference with strikers 
at Camaguey, as a virtually general 
strike was inaugurated at Santiago. 

Five bombs exploded in Havana 
last night, two of them at the houses 
of Mayor Gomez and Secretary of 
Sanitation Verdeja. Damage was 
slight. : 

The new constitution will remain 
in foree until a permanent one 18 
drafted by the constitutional assem- 
bly, expected to meet within a year. 

Omnibus Strike Ends. 

In Havana, proprietors of several 
omnibus lines whose drivers and cone 
ductors quit last week for unexplained 
reasons announced the strike had been 
terminated, but only one line resumed 
operations. It was learned the others 
continued idle as a result of dissen- 
sion among lines as to franchises and 
routes, 

A virtually island-wide strike of 
employes of the tobacco industry, in- 
volving some 150.000 workers, was 
still in effect, with efforts of media- 
tors apparently getting nowhere de 
spite the disposition of several grow- 
ers’ unions to return to work. 

Stevedores here tonight called a 
strike for 6 a. m. Tuesday in sym- 
pathy with the Cuban Electric Com- 
pany and tobacco strikers. 

The labor confederation sent a ref- 
erendum to affiliates to call a 24-hour 
general walkout starting at the same 
time. 

The cabinet went into session at 
7:30 p. m. to discuss, it was learned, 
the possibility of suspending consti- 
tutional guarantees. 

Admitting the possibility of nego- 
tiations for a cash loan from the 
United States, Dr. Joaquin Martinez 
Saenz, secretary of the treasury, de- 
clared the government was not ac- 
cepting an American offer of $8,000,- 
(MK) in foodstuffs, 

He ga no reason, but it was 
learned that th® importers’ associa: 
tion opposed the plan on the grounds 
that the amount plus custom duties 
and retailers’ profits would approxi- 
mately double the value of the food. 
thus “paralyzing the island’s import 
trade for at least six months.”

Pointing out that the twenty-first 
amendment w@s ratified on December 
5, 1938, the court,.said that “upon the 
ratification of the twenty-first 
amendment. the eighteenth amendment 
at once became inoperative.” — 

“Neither the congress nor the 
courts could give it continued vital- 
ity,” the decision added, explaining 
that “the national prohibition act to 
the extent that its provisions rested 
upon the grant of authority to the 
congress by the eighteenth amend- 
ment, immediately fell with the with- 
drawal by the people of the essential 
constitutional support. 

“The continuance of the prosecu- 
tion of the defendants after the re- 
peal of the eighteenth amendment, for 
a violation of the national prohibi- 
tion act, alleged to have been com- 
mitted in North Carolina, would in- 
volve an attempt to continue the ap- 
plication of the statutory provisions 
after they had been deprived of force. 
¢‘This consequence is not altered by 
the fact that the crimes in question 
were alleged to have been committed 
while: the national prohibition act 
was in effect. The continued prosecu- 
tion necessarily depended upon the 
continued life of the statute which the 
prosecution seeks to apply. In case a 
statute is repealed or rendered inop- 
erative, no further proceedings can 
be had to enforce it in pending pros- 
ecutions unless competent authority 
has kept the statute alive for that 
purpose.” 


PRIZE CANDY PACKAGES 
BARRED BY HIGH COURT 
The supreme court Monday held 
the federal trade commission had au- 
thority to prevent manufacturers 
from selling candy under a practice 
which determined the price of each 


piece by chance. 

It also held the commission 
prohibit manufacturers rrom offer- 
ing candy under inducement of 
chance to obtain free prizes such 
as lead pencils, penholders and rulers.

FOR HEARING TODAY 


| A test case involving a sentence be-

ALA. DENIED PERMISSION 
TO ATTACK STATE’S LAWS 


Alabama was denied permission by 
the supreme court Monday to file 
suit against Arizona, Idaho, Mon- 
tana, New York and Pennsylvania to 
test the validity of their laws pro- 
hibiting the sale of Alabama’s pris- 
on-made goods, and against’ the 
United States to test the federal 
stagjute authorizing such action by the 
states. 

The decision was handed down by 
Justice Butler with no dissent an- 
nounced. 

A number of other.states were in- 
cluded in the original complaint filed 
by Alabama, but they were eliminat- 
ed because they merely restricted the 
sale of the goods. 

The court refused to entertain 
Alabama’s suit because it saw no 
reason why five states should be 
sued collectively, and because it con- 
sidered Alabama had failed to show 
injury “of serious magnitude.” 


BANKRUPTS NOT LIABLE 
FOR DAMAGES ON RENT 

The supreme court held Monday 
that tenants who break leasés by go- 
ing into bankruptcy do not have to 
pay damages covering future rents. 

The decision, rendered in two cases 
appealed from New York, was con- 
sidered of great importance because 
of the number of rental leases can- 
celed by bankruptcy proceedings. 

Landlords contended bankruptcy in 
many instances was resorted to solely 
for the purpose of breaking leases. 
They said thi8 was particularly true 
of chain stores. 

Tenants opposed claims for future 
rents broadly on the ground the land- 
lords were unable at time of bank- 
ruptcy to prove they would suffer 
lamages by the breaking of the 
leases.

MOSCOW, Feb. 5.—(UP)—Dan- 
gerously increasing tension between 
Japan and soviet Russia was indi- 
cated tonight in two reports from 
the far east made public by the for- 
eign office. 

The reports were: 

1—The soviet consulate in Kha- 
barovsk reported that the soviet man- 
ager of the Chinese Eastern railway, 
in Harbin, North Manchuria, had de- 
manded the Japanese military pay 
20,729,000 roubles alleged to be due 
for transportation of Japanese troops. 
The manager claimed that in 1933 the 
Japanese paid the “insignificant sum” 
of 435,000 roubles, and continued to 
delay paying in full, despite frequent 
reminders. 

2—The Khabarovsk consulate also 
reported that the Japanese officials 
at Progranichnaya “obstinately were 
outdoing themselves” in halting be- 
tween the C. E. R. and the soviet- 
owned Ussurian railway freight de- 
signed for Pacific ports belonging to 
German and other foreign firms ex- 
porting over the trans-Siberian rail- 
way. 

The soviet consular authorities 
charged that the Japanese limited the 
number of trains and the time of 
loading and were arresting soviet rail- 
way workers “by the wholesale.” 

Meanwhile, a charge that “Brit- 
ish die-hards” were seeking to or- 
ganize the powers, including Japan, 
against the soviet union was voiced 
by Dmitri Manuilsky, head of the 
communist international, in a speech 
to the communist party congress in 
session in Moscow today.

DRY CASES TO BE DROPPED. 

The ruling of the United States 
supreme court that persons charged 
with violating the prohibition law 
before its repeal cannot be tried 
for such offenses now, will free 
thousands of men who are being 
held in jail under such charges or 
who are out under bond awaiting 
trial or on appeals. 


It will mean clearing the dockets 
of the federal courts of thousands 
_ Of cases and will mean not only 
the speeding up of other business 
before these courts, but the saving 
of the large expense of hearing 
the cases would have involved. 


The clearing away of these thou- 
“Sands of cases is the second iflus- 
tration within a few days of the 
savings which will be effected by 
the repeal of the eighteenth amend- 
ment, Last week Director Bates, 
of the federal bureau of prisons, 
explained that the bureau has asked 
for $2,150,000 less for its upkeep 
during the next fiscal year than for 
the present year because ‘‘a large 
proportion of prison inmates are 
composed of prohibition violators.” 

Thus is again emphasized the fal- 


lacy of the prediction when prohi- | 


bition was adopted that soon the 
jails of the country would have but 
few inmates, Instead; year by year 
the number of liquor law convic- 
tions grew until the jails were 
packed and jammed with the vic- 
tims of the effort to enforce an 
unenforceable law. 

Now, with the prohibition law 
repealed, there. can be an end to the 
program of constant enlargement of 
our prisons and a large reduction 
in the appropriations for their up- 
keep. A year ago there were more 


than 1,200 prohibition violators at. 


the Atlanta federal prison, consti- 
tuting approximately one-half 
the prison population. 
are less than 650 and their num- 
ber is dwindling rapidly. 

Not only will there be a ma- 
terial saving in money, but the 
elimination of the horde of prison- 


ers convicted of liquor law viola- | 


tions will enable the government 
not only to house other prisoners 
more comfortably and safely, but to 
more effectively conduct the reha- 
bilitation efforts aimed at rebuild- 
ing them into worth-while citizens 

Scarcely a day passes but there 
fs some manifestation of the wis- 
dom of repeal. The solution of 
what to do about the control of 
the liquor traffic is still one of our 
major problems, but at least the 
country can go about the finding 
of the most efficient way in which 
to seek national temperance ho 
longer handicapped by a law that 
was resulting in a steady increase 
in liquor consumption, and in crime 
of every description.

Despite its dominant position in 
aviation travel, it offers less advan- 
tages than other American cities in 
the number of air fields. Candler 
Field is one of the best in the 
country, but the experience of 
other cities has proven that one 
field, however good, cannot ade- 
quately serve the air interests of a 
community. 

In the south, New Orleans has 
five land and two seaplane bases 
for airplanes, Miami five land and 
two seaplane, and Birmingham, 
Memphis and Chattanooga three 
each. The larger air centers, among 
which Atlanta is classified, have 
more fields, Los Angeles having 30, 
Chicago 16 and Buffalo 6. 

As pointed out Sunday by Amelia 
Earhart, Atlanta has made fine 
progress in aviation, but “is actu- 
ally backward in comparison with 
other centers of similar size in the 
fact that its population is served by 
but one aviation field.” This out- 
Standing American aviatrix is of the 
opinion that “an additional field is 
an urgent necessity” if Atlanta is 
to keep pace in aviation progress 
with her sister cities. 

The city is fortunate in the ex- 
istence of several large tracts of 
land at about the same distance 
from -its northern border as Can- 
dler Field is from its southern lim- 
its. These tracts have the fur- 
ther advantage in that they would 
be in close touch with Decatur as 
well as Atlanta. 

The development of such a field 
would not be a handicap to the 
future expansion of Candler Field 
as the great commercial airdrome 
of the southeast.

Commission’s Orders. 

By the Commission: 

The commission on August 3, 1983, issued 
a rule nisi directed to all telephone com- 
panies operating under its jurisdiction to 
show cause why telephone rates, both local 
and long distance, should not be reduced, 
and why extra charges should not be re- 
duced or eliminated, 

The Consolidated Telephone Company, 
hereinafter . called the Consolidated: the 
Douglas Telephone Company, hereinafter 
called the Douglas; the Dalton Telephone 
Company, hereinafter called the Dalton, and 
the Chatsworth Telephone Company, herein- 
after called the Chatsworth, are all corpora- 
tions. They appeared before the commission 
on November 1, 1933, and responded to the 
rule by filing answers and introducing tes- 
timony. Subsequently, on November 17, 1933, 
the commission made findings and passed 
orders prescribing certain rates for these 
companies, These orders were made the sub- 
ject matter of petitions by these companies 
for temporary restraining orders and in- 
junctions against the commission in the dis- 
trict court of the United States for the 
northern district of Georgia. Temporary re- 
straining orders were granted by Distict 
Judge Underwood on November 30, 1933, and 
the causes referred by him to a three-judge 
court for hearings on December 11, 1933. 
Pending these hearings the commission, on 
December 4, 1933, revoked its order of No- 
vember 17, 1933, as it related to rates pre- 
scribed for these compantes, and on Decem- 
ber 11, 1933, the petitions of these com- 
panies against the commission were dis- 
missed in the district court. 

The commission, under the rule, ordered 
the matter to further hearing and on De- 
cember 14, 1933, these companies again ap- 
peared before the commission and additional 
testimony was introduced. 

These companies were considered together 
at the hearing by the commission. It ap- 
peared, and is admitted as a fact, that 
although separate corporate entities exist, the 
management, ownership and control of all the 
capital stock, as well as physical properties 
of the several corporations is in J. L. 
Kirk and his wife. Mrs, Kirk is presiden 
of all the corporations and Mr. Kirk is gen- 
eral manager of all the properties. 

Kirk Family Salaries. 

In keeping with the established policy of 
the commission,

inois, amounting to $8,100. Evidently, it 
requires time and attention to supervise 
operations of these foreign properties, 
wherefore, the remuneration for operation 
of the Georgia properties is on a part time 
basis only. 

We think the amount of $19,740 unrea- 
sonably excessive for management of these 
properties and entirely unjustified. 

We do not think the right of corporate 
existence was ever intended to so obscure 
the matter of income and its effect upon 
the rate of return. 

We have given careful consideration to

Entered Against Dr. Dean 


To Seek Ark. Divorce

With the jury excluded. from the 
courtroom, the court heard the state- 
ment from Dr. Henry Kennedy, young 
dentist brother of the dead physician, 
and over strenuous objection of the 
defense ordered that the testimony be 
repeated before the jurors tomorrow. 

. The dentist, appearing as the chief 
prosecution witness, was subjected to 
lengthy cross-examination by the de- 
fense Upon completion of his testi- 
mony. A motion by the attractive de- 
fendant’s attorneys to bar the evidence 
on the ground that it was inadmis- 
sible subsequently was overruled by 
Judge S. F. Davis, presiding. 

_ Dr. Henry Kennedy told his story 
in the tense hush of a crowded court- 
room, alleging his brother told him, 
another brother, and an attending 
physician as he was dying that Dr. 
Dean gave him poison in a whisky 
highball during an after-midnight 
meeting at Kennedy’s clinic. 

“She has been worrying me, calling 
me several times each night,” Henry 
Kennedy quoted his brother as saying 
before he died in Baptist hospital in 
Jackson. 

Calm as ever, listening intently 
but apparently without strain, the 
handsome woman defendant kept her 
eyes fixed on the witness, who avoid- 
ed her gaze, throughout the recital. 
She made no show of emotion but 
once a faint smile played about her 
lips as the witness said they had ask- 
ed Preston Kennedy “what he wanted 
done,” and quoted him as saying: 

“Do what you want but don’t do 
anything that will keep us three from 
meeting in Heaven.” 

The witness said the dying man’s 
reference to “us three” meant his two 
brothers and himself,

*PARIS, Feb. 5.—(By Wireless) — 
Although the famous House of Worth 
has not yet revealed its collection of 
afternoon and evening frocks, it has 
shown its sports clothes, which make 
a great feature of pleated skirts and 
also of three-quarter length coats. 

The ragland shoulder, which is 
characteristic of many Worth models, 
is seen everywhere else almost as 
much as the ordinary one and is 
found on knitted sweaters and also on 
afternoon frocks. 

Sleeves gain in interest what the 
shoulder has lost, and, although they 
are perfectly sober on morning 
clothes, they become more elaborate 
as the day wears on. In the afternoon 
they are still straight but wide on 
coats. On frocks they are mostly half 
length and are sometimes made in 
three tiers, bell shape, or becomingly 
puffed above the elbow. 

Silhouette To Be Straight. 

The collections which I have seen 
today confirm the impression that the 
silhouette for afternoon will be per- 
fectly straight and trim, without any 
fullness of the skirt and with no un- 
necessary fussiness on the bodice. But 
to make -wp for this simplicity of out- 
line, the details, although not numer- 
ous, are always of multiplied char- 
acters. For instance, the hemline is 
turned up as if it were a cuff to a 
sleeve and very often a double or 
triple cuff. The jabot is a double 
jabot. and the little turned-back col- 
lar and cuffs, if any, are tripled and 
even quadrupled. 

Very often there is no collar buf 
in that case the lapels are extrava- 
gantly wide and stiffened so as to be 
the only ornament. Pockets are very 
protr@dling and give scope to the imag- 
ination of the couturier, as Jhey have 
an amazing variety of shapes and 
#12708, 

Capes have taken the place of coats, 
long or short, for summer evenings. 
They are either pleated and short or 
plain and reaching almost to the knee. 
They sometimes are seen with a fox 


collar ng to match the material or 
to match the lining. 

The buttons on coats seem to be 
even bigger than last season and are 
usually two inches wide. Clips and 
lacings in diamente are used as orna- 
«ents for the black afternoon frocks 
which are always so characteristic of 
the Drecoll collection. In this house 
the combination of black and white, 
which continues to be so favored by 
Parisiennes, has its real home. 

Although the high neckline is still 
to be seen in the collections shown 
today, most of the newest evening 
dresses show a very different square 
decollette. For instance, at Maggy 
Rouff I saw an afternoon frock of 
pale blue poult de soir which had 
half-sleeves draped at the elbow and a 
long girdle of self material draped 
around the waist and tied at the side 
by a bow with long, flowing ends. The 
face was becomingly framed with a 
shirred collar doubled up and stand- 
ing at the back of the neck, while the 
decollete was square in front. Another 
was an evening frock of black and 
white taffeta which had that crisp 
quality of all the new material for 
evening dresses. The back was cov- 
ered up to the neck and the decollete 
in front started squarely near the 
shoulder but dropped to a point in 
the middle. 

Length Varies. 

The length of the frock, like the 
width of the sleeves, varies with the 
time of day. For afternoon ten inches 
from the ground is the average. Cock- 
tail and dinner dresses are only five 
inches and perhaps less. For evening 
the skirt is always ankle length, with 
a slightly shorter movement in front. 

The materials for afternoon may be 
very supple jersey or light, soft woolen 
but are principally stiff cotton, plaid 
or check, shiny ottoman, taffeta, poult 
de soir and all kinds of stiffened fab- 
rics, such as satin, muslin, faille and 
moire. Natural linen, embroidered 
with gold, and printed cretonne make 
very smart evening frocks. The pre- 
vailing colors, apart from black and 
white, are blue in all shades, grege, 
natural and pure white.

Many bridge writers reach almost 
the height of ecstasy in describing 


the simple and the grand coups as 
remarkable feats at the bridge table. 
As a matter of fact, they are neither 
remarkable nor striking; they are in 
essence nothjng but trump-reducing 
plays. While the grand coup is rare, 
because ordinarily there are not good 
cards to be ruffed in the process of 
trump reduction, the line of play to 
successfully execute the coup is much 
more clearly marked than with other 
so-called expert plays, such as squeezes 
and forced leads. ‘The reason such 
plays excite the comment they do 
is because the distribution of the cards’ 
making them possible is uncommo 
rather than that the plays are dif- 
ficult.

The scouting rule as it now stands 
was passed last winter in Atlanta. It 
provides that each institution might 
scout a rival no more than twice.

And there was another hectic scrap 
that stands out in his memory—the 
20-round “private” fight with Frankie 
Whitney at the Atlanta Athletic Club, 
also back in the pre-war days. Innis 
Brown, the well-known sports writer, 
was referee of this debacle. Whitney 
got the decision and Abel, as his share 
of the 60-40 purse, the sum of $200. 

OVERSEAS. Q 

_ Jake, while born in Chattanooga, 
Tenn., came to Atlanta in 1910 and 
thereafter did most of his fighting 
in both the light and welter divisions 
out of this city, saving in the years 
of 1918, when he was overseas wear- 
ing Uncle Sam's khaki and campaign- 
ing in inter-allied scraps, and the 
latter part of 1919, when he went to 
the Pacific coast and won the coast 
welterweight title, 


He can really tell you something 
of the early days of the fight busi- 
ness in Georgia, can Jake Abel. Those 
were the days of slim purses and 
long fights. Adn the galleryites who 
flirted with John Law to attend them, 
really got their money’s worth. 

The fans who went to see fights in 
that era probably would fall sound 
asleep at some of the jabbing exhibi- 
tions that are put on now in the 
name of pugilism. 

Despite the handicaps, the sport of 
modified murder, as good Old Bill 
McGeehan so termed it, seems to have 
flourished in the south during that 
period. 
at least one well known scrapper and 
they seemed to run to the welters and 
the middleweight classes.

Among the other champions that he 
fought was Johnny Kid Alberts, Cana- 
dian middleweight champion, managed 
by the late Leo P. Flynn. He fought 
Alberts in a 15-round mill at Savan- 
nah, Ga., in 1916 for a purse of only 
$150. 

When the war broke out, Jake Abel 
responded like a good soldier. He 
went overseas with the A. E. F. as 
a member of the Dixie division in 
1918—and was over there for 10 
months. Previously, he spent some 
time at Camp Wheeler, Macon, Ga. 

While. overseas, he had the dis- 
tinction of representing the United 
States in the inter-allied boxing tour- 
nament staged at Albert Hall, London, 
in 1918. Eight teams from the Brit- 
ish and American services were in 
the tournament and Abel fought on 
the American team with Mike 
O’Dowd, Augie Ratner, Gene Delmont 
and others, 

He still treasures a medal awarded 
him by the Prince of Wales, to mem- 
bers of his team, which took second 
prize. England was trying to popu- 
larize boxing at the time and con- 
ceived the idea of the tournament. 
Abel had some well-known managers 
in his time. Jimmy DeForest had 
him in 1912 and Joe Levy, who also 
managed him in 1916.

NEW YORK, Feb. 5.—(#)—Active 
demand for American stocks and cor- 
poration bonds. originating both at 
home and abroad, brought heavy trad- 
ing to the strong security markets to- 
day. Commodities also improved, al- 
though less aggressively. Cotton touch- 
ed the best prices since 1930. 

While the dollar resumed its ad- 
vance against the gold currencies—it 
was fairly steady in terms of sterling 
—shares and loans rolled up large 
turnovers at rising prices. For stock 
volume totaled 4.946.710 shares, the 
best total since July, while the bond 
aggregate, excluding United States 
xovernments, which eased a bit, was 
the largest on record. 

Broad Buying. 

The stock average rose nearly 2 
points net. Buying was broad, spec- 
ulative interest switching from group 
to group ‘with steel, rail, merchandis- 
ing, textile, utility and oil issues doing 
particularly well. Final prices were 
somewhat under the best, for heavy 
profit-taking claimed part of the rise 
during the last hour; however, last 
quotations were also above the lows 
and net advances of 1 to 3 embraced 
a long list of favorites.

The Iron and Steel Institute placed 
current activity at 37.5 per cent of 
capacity against 34.4 last week. and 
expectations of still further gain be- 
fore the seasonal peak is attained were 
added to the speculative eagerness to 
recognize what has already been ac- 
complished by this important industry. 

General Motors finished unchanged 
after reaching its best price in about 
two years; its directors declared the 
regular quarterly dividend of 25 cents 
on the common, although some of Wali 
Street’s guessers had been looking for 
another extra. International Nickel. 
which resumed disbursements after a 
lapse of two years, rallied nearly a 
point. Communication shares buoyed 
up under leadership of American Tel- 
ephone’s extreme 4-point advance.
